Errard King entered the stud in 1956 
and his first crop raced in 1959. He 
came up with seven 2-year-old winners 
including stakes winner Sweet Error.

17,126 Mares Represented 


More broodmares were represented by 
starters on North American Thoroughbred 
race tracks in 1959 than in any other 
year in the history of the Turf. The num- 
ber was 17.126, an increase of 1,215 over 
the total for 1958. 

These figures are from the 1959 edi- 
tion of Thoroughbred Broodmare Records, 
now being compiled by The Blood-Horse. 
The 1959 performance records of the 
produce of these 17,126 broodmares will 
be presented in the book which will be 
ready for distribution about June 30. 

Although the number of broodmares 
represented by race horses was the largest 
in history, the number of starters per 
mare dropped below 1.70 for the first 
time in the last 20 years. For 1959. the 
figure was 1.67. 

In a section of American Race Horses 
the 1959 records of all starters are given. 
in different form. under the names of 


the sires. along with earnings indexes for 
runners and sires. TBR includes a_ list 
of mares arranged under the names of

their sires, and ARH gives the records, 
with earnings indexes, of broodmare 
sires. excepting those with small repre- 
sentation. Both books will be in the hands 
of the binders soon.

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Department of Confusion 


“In conclusion.” says the report of the 
New York State Racing Commission on 
the hearing it granted trainer Frank Cun- 
dall (page 894). “the State Racing Com- 
mission reaffirms its position of long 
standing that a horse in need of medica- 
tion to enable it to run should not be 
entered. Any other position on such a 
matter would be grossly unfair to those 
who wager on races, as medication could 
be given to enable a horse to win and 
could be withheld when those who control 
the horse prefer, because of short odds or 
for other reasons, that it should not win.” 

This paragraph appears as obiter 
dictum, rather than as judgment. The com- 
mission had only speculative evidence that 
the horse concerned was “in need of medi- 
cation.” and it made no contention that 
the trainer caused a drug to be given to 
the horse. But chemical analysis indicated 
that medication had been administered: 
therefore the commission upheld the stew- 
ards’ order suspending the trainer. The 
decision was like that of a Kentucky jury 
which made itself immortal by returning 
a verdict of “Not guilty—but don’t do it 
again.” 

Most of our racing commissions have 
painted themselves into a corner in the 
same manner. In order to step out of it 
without marring the established rules, they 
are required to use the long legs of a 
type of reasoning which borders on the 
metaphysical. It is written, Thou shalt 
not suffer medication to be given. It is 
also written that. if the chemist finds 
evidence of a drug, the trainer must be 
punished, whether guilty or innocent. Pun- 
ishing the trainer is necessary because it 
purges the conscience of the authorities: 
it also shows that the authorities will 
stand no nonsense except their own. 

The objection to medication is that it 
affects the physical condition of the horse. 
and hence may affect his ability to run. 
This objection. by some metaphysical 
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rationalization, is limited to drugs. and 
necessarily to drugs which the chemists 
are able to isolate from spittle and urine. 
It does not extend to icing the legs. 
which affects the ability to run. or to 
training procedures, or feeding. or trim- 
ming the feet, or warming up. or a thou- 
sand other influences on the ability to 
run. 

Why doesn’t the objection apply beyond 
the field of pharmacology? Because these 
other things are properly left to the judg- 
ment of the trainer. And why isn’t medica- 
tion left to the judgment of the trainer 
and the veterinarian? Because it affects 
the racing ability of the horse. This is 
the reasoning of the metaphysician. 

Drugs can be given or withheld. and 
hence cannot be tolerated at all. says the 
New York report on the Cundall case. So 
can workouts, or hay. or water be given 
or withheld. with decisive effect on the 
racing ability of a horse, but the author- 
ities find it unnecessary to prescribe rules. 

The rule-makers understand, of course. 
that it is necessary to rely mainly upon 
generality in the control of corrupt prac- 
tice. Only in the case of drugs and medi- 
cation do they attempt specific prohibi- 
tion and establish a specific subject for 
punishment. regardless of guilt or inno- 
cence.

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Cogitation of this sort is not to be taken 
as a reflection on the intellectual integrity 
of racing commissioners. For them, it is 
old hat. They recognize the ambivalence 
of their position, and they have debated 
the problem so long and so earnestly that 
they have thought of everything except a 
way out. 

The search for a satisfactory solution 
has been under way for years, and it is 
now proceeding at an accelerated pace. 
Benjamin T. Poxson, of the Colorado 
commission, president of the National As- 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners. 
this week announced appointment of a 
12-member committee authorized “to make 
a study of and review the over-all picture 
of racing as it relates to the treatment and 
conditioning of Thoroughbreds and to de- 
fine legal and illegal practices of medi- 
cation, and report its findings and recom- 
mendations to the Uniform Rules Com- 
mittee on or before its fall interim meet- 
ing.” 

Chairman of the committee is Neil J. 
Curry. chairman of the California Horse 
Racing Board. The other members are 
Marshall Cassidy, The Jockey Club; Dr. 
Charles E. Hagyard, American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association; John A. Man- 
fuso, Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association; Edmund P. Coffey, Thor- 
oughbred Racing and Protective Bureau; 
Walter H. Donovan, Racing Chemistry 
Research Fund; Dr. Jordan Woodcock, 
American Association of Equine Practi- 
tioners; J. Samuel Perlman, Triangle 
Publications; Henry S. Clark, American 
Trainers Association; Thaddeus B. Bruno, 
NASRC; David Satz. of New Jersey, At- 
torney Generals of Racing States; and 
Clarkson Beard. Grayson Foundation. 

From this array of talent and varied ex- 
perience we can hope for a constructive 
recommendation. We hope they will be 
brave. Bravery in this instance will be 
indicated by failure to blanch at the first 
suggestion of “letting the bars down.” 
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Contenders Anait Day of Decision 


Neither the Stepping Stone Purse nor 
the Derby Trial Stakes turned up solid 
challengers to Tompion and Bally Ache in 
pre-race speculation on the Kentucky 
Derby. 

The Trial was taken by Beau Purple 
with a front-running performance which 
promised competition for Bally Ache in 
the early stages of the classic, but on 
Wednesday morning, May 4, it was re- 
vealed that the colt’s shins were sore and 
that he would not be a runner on May 7. 

Following Tompion’s outstanding per- 
formance at Keeneland in the 7-furlong 
Forerunner Purse on April 22, the 11¢- 
mile Blue Grass Stakes. run 6 days later, 
was anticlimax. Shoemaker worked him 
out at the Derby distance in 2:0145. Only 
3 Kentucky Derbys have been won in 
faster time. 

With the son of Tom Fool ensconced 
as favorite for the Kentucky Derby. at- 
tention shifted to the 7-furlong Stepping 
Stone, at Churchill Downs on April 30. in 
which Bally Ache and Venetian Way made 
their first public appearance since the 
Florida Derby of April 2. 

Rain had made the track slippery. but it 
was labeled good. Shoes were changed. 
Only Jimmy Pitt was unconcerned about 
the condition of the track. secure in the 
knowledge that Bally Ache would give a 
good account of himself, whatever the 
going. Vic Sovinski would rather have kept 
Venetian Way in the barn, but there was 
no time now to change his schedule. 
Eagle Admiral was sidelined with a hair- 
line fracture of a knee, but the stable sent 
out Divine Comedy. W. S. Miller’s Ste- 
phen and the filly Sandy Flower com- 
pleted the field. 

Bally Ache’s robust condition  over- 
shadowed the appearance of Venetian 
Way. The Sunny Blue Farm colt walked 
straight and true, with no sign of the 
hitching gait he had shown before the 
Florida Derby, but he appeared drawn. 

Though Bally Ache had prevailed over 
Venetian Way by a nose in the 114-mile 
Florida Derby, the bettors figured him to 
be much the best at 7 furlongs and bet 
him down to 7 to 10. Venetian Way was 
9 to 5. 

Divine Comedy broke on top, but Bally 
Ache took the lead within 50 yards. se- 
lecting a course in the better footing well 
out from the rail. Venetian Way was 
lapped on him near the first turn. but 
Bally Ache shrugged off the challenge 
and continued to lead into the stretch, 
where the Sunny Blue Farm colt again 
ran at him. A whack from Bob Ussery’s 
stick settled the issue. 

Venetian Way was headed for a moment 
by Divine Comedy, but regained second 
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place as Bally Ache drew away to win 
by 3 lengths. Ussery hit Bally Ache again 
as he crossed the finish. worked out the 
mile in 1:3645. and galloped on to finish 
11, miles in 1:52. The race was run in 
1:22°5. three-fifths of a second slower 
than the track record. 

It had been announced before the race 
that Venetian Way would work out an 
extra quarter, but Bill Hartack stood up 
before reaching seven-eighths-pole; 
even so. he was timed in 1:37°5 for the 
mile. 

Sovinsky blamed the footing for Vene- 
tian Way’s disappointing performance. 

After the race. as he watched Venetian 
Way cool out. Sovinsky said. “My horse 
was slipping and sliding all through the 
stretch. He couldn't get his feet under 
him. and Hartack threw his head away. 
He needed to be steadied. He’s the kind 
of horse that needs a tight hold always. 
and on that track he couldn't run without 
some help. 

“LT told Hartack to work out an extra 
quarter. Did you see him stand up and

pull up my horse before he got to the 
seven-eighths-pole? Sure it was a tough 
race. with that footing. Venetian Way 
was blowing some, scrambling around 
like that. but he isn’t short.” 

Venetian Way cooled out and ate well. 
If you could throw out the Stepping Stone 
and look back to the Florida Derby, his 
chances for the Kentucky Derby appeared 
much brighter. 

Trainer Charles Whittingham felt that 
a fast track would have helped Divine 
Comedy. He said the colt would run in 
the Derby. 

Pitt. of course, was jubilant, and owner 
Leonard Fruchtman celebrated by closing 
a private deal with the Gaines Brothers 
(the breeders of Bally Ache) for a year- 
ling half-brother to Bally Ache. The 
Chanlea colt had been consigned to the 
Keeneland summer sales, but the breeders 
withdrew him 2 days before the May 1 
deadline. The dam, Celestial Blue. was 
barren this year, and she has been re- 
turned to *Ballydam. Fruchtman said he 
would want the 1961 foal, too—and maybe 
would name him Bally Button. 

The Derby Trial was run on May 3. 
Beau Purple led all the way. upsetting 
Calumet’s 3-horse entry of Pied d’Or, 
Hillsborough. and Fango. He covered 6 
furlongs in 1:09%5 (equaling the track 
record for the distance) and completed 
the mile in 1:35°5. three-fifths of a 
second slower than the record. 

Bred and owned by Jack Dreyfus Jr.. a 
remarkable young man in Wall Street. 
Beau Purple had some ankle trouble and 
was unraced until this year. He had won 
2 races at Aqueduct before he was sent 
to Churchill Downs. 

Sidney I. Crew’s Cuvier Relic closed 
strongly in the stretch to narrow the 
winners margin to less than a_ length. 
Behind him were Pied d’Or, Command 
Pilot. Spring Broker. Hillsborough. and 
6 others.

New Order for Santa Anita 


Robert P. Strub last week won control 
of Santa Anita Park from a board of 
directors which previously had removed 
him as vice president and assistant gen- 
eral manager (The Blood-Horse of April 
16. page 761). 

With 95 per cent of nearly 75.000 shares 
being voted. the 4lyear-old son of Santa 
Anita’s founder. the late Dr. Charles H. 
Strub. on April 28 won his fight to re- 
organize the board. by a margin of about 
4 to 1. Two hundred of more than 700 
stockholders attended the 21-hour meet- 
ing in the Santa Anita club house. 

All but 5 of the 15 directors were re- 
placed by persons of Strub’s choice. The 
only members retained were Carleton 
Burke. Dwight Whiting, T. Carl Thomp- 
son. Edward T. Foley, and Strub. 

Among the first official acts of the new 
board was to enlarge its membership to 
16. The new members are Arthur Lee 
Crowe Jr.. of Pasadena, department store 
manager and brother-in-law of Strub: M. 
William Dougherty. of Los Angeles. pe- 
troleum producer: George Harnagel Jr.. 
John T. Hastings. and Frank Kanne Jr.. 
Los Angeles attorneys; Francis E. Kelly 
Jr., of Garden City, N. Y., investor, and 
Strub’s brother-in-law; Wilbur H. Latimer. 
Ontario, Calif.. rancher; Felix S. McGin- 
nis Jr.. of Los Angeles, cement company 
executive: Peter Mole, of Hollywood. 
lighting manufacturer; Mrs. Ann Peppers. 
of Mentone. Calif.. owner and breeder: 
and F. J. Finucane, Pasadena attorney. 

Strub was named president of Santa 
Anita’s operating company. the Los An- 
geles Turf Club, Inc., and Foley was 
named chairman of the board of directors. 
Strub. whose family owns 21 per cent of 
the Santa Anita stock, has been a member 
of the board since 1947. Foley. a retired 
executive of a construction firm, was one 
of the original stockholders of the corpor- 
ation. and he has been a director since 
1940. 

Those who lost seats on the board of 
directors were president Reese H. Tay- 
lor, chairman of the board Leigh Battson. 
Gwynn Wilson, Leonard K. Firestone. 
Patrick A. Doheny. John Jewett Garland.

Strub. in 
a statement criticizing several of the 
board’s policies. especially its delay in 
authorizing dividends. called the April 28 
meeting of shareholders for the purpose 
of electing a board “more representative 
of the shareholders themselves.” 


FLORIDA 


Expansion of Gulfstream 


HALLANDALE. Two years ago Gulf- 
stream Park officials employed an archi- 
tect to draw up plans for doubling the 
size of the track’s club house. The plans 
were admired. then were propped behind 
the door in the office of Jimmy Donn Jr.. 
Gulfstream’s executive vice president. 

“There were mistakes made when we 
built the present club house in 1952.” said 
Jimmy Donn Sr.. track president. “and we 
knew we had to overcome them by making 
the club house considerably larger. When 
we got the plans in our hands tne decision 
had to be made whether to make the 
changes right away or wait. I am a con- 
servative man —TI decided on the 2-year 
wait.” 

Gulfstream’s 1959 season. hampered by 
bad weather. was not encouraging. But 
when Gulfstream rolled up an all-time 
high in mutuel play this season. the elder 
Donn’s decision seemed wise. There was 
no reason to wait any longer. The plans 
came out from behind the door. were re- 
vised almost in their entirety. 


Construction will begin this month. The 
project should be completed by late Oc- 
tober at an estimated cost of $750,000. 

The club house will be expanded back 
toward the paddock area, encompassing 
an additional 30.000 square feet. There 
will be a lobby which will rival those in 
plush Miami Beach hotels. The entrance 
will be particularly elaborate. An addi- 
tional elevator and escalator will be  in- 
stalled. the third-floor Turf Club dining 
room will be expanded. and 40 boxes will 
be added. A cocktail lounge will be built. 
The flooring will be of mosaic tile. The 
mutuel windows will be framed in brightly 
colored tiles. The club house, which now 
can handle 6,000 people. will be roomy 
enough for twice that number next year. 


From a pragmatic standpoint. the most 
important innovation is the placing of the 
mutuel windows. They will be set up as 
islands. providing freer access for the 
players. 

“When we put in an escalator in 1952,” 
said the elder Donn, “we created a situa- 
tion whereby we could not sell daily-dou- 
ble tickets from the cashiers’ windows. We 
had to utilize the sellers for double 
tickets. and the lines were terrible on our 
big days.” 

The situation existed only on the main 
floor of the club house, but it was an irk- 
some one to both the players and the 
management. From now on. however, 
practically no one will be shut out. 

“The present season showed us that 
the expansion was warranted,” Donn said. 
“We found that people come to Gulf- 
stream in April just as they do in March.” 

Donn also plans improvements on the 
grandstand side. 

“There are certain things there that 
are a ‘must.’ too.” he said. “but we can 
only do one thing at a time. There is 
much we can do on the mezzanine floor 
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of the grandstand — extending it and 
closing it in. 

“We have that fibre-glass canopy which 
does the job now, but we won’t settle for 
that forever. At one time, when it rained. 
people couldn’t get their tickets cashed 
without getting soaked. We're anxious to 
sell, of course, but you can’t forget that 
some people cash tickets. too. 

“There is one paramount interest that 
should motivate the management of any 
race track — and that is the convenience 
of its patrons.”

The field for the Blue Grass Stakes was reduced 
to 4 starters because of ailments of various nom- 
inees, because the race did not suit the training 
schedules of some Kentucky Derby hopefuls, and 
because several already had tried Tompion in the 
Forerunner Purse, a 7-furlong event at Keeneland 
6 days before. Tompion had been impressive in 
taking the Forerunner from Victoria Park by 1% 
lengths, and for the Blue Grass, the bettors made 
him a 3-to-10 favorite. There was straight betting 
only.

Bold Venture won the Kentucky Derby and the Preak- 
ness Stakes in 1936. Retired to the stud he sired two 
Kentucky Derby winners for King Ranch. The first 
was the great Triple Crown winner Assault. Then in 
1950 Middleground, pictured on the right, won the 
Derby and the Belmont Stakes and just missed winning 
the Triple Crown as he finished second in the Preak- 
ness. 


One year earlier Middleground had won four of five 
starts including the Hopeful Stakes and was rated as 
one of the best 2-year-olds in the country. Shortly 
after winning the Belmont Middleground suffered an 
injury which forced his retirement. He was sent to 
the King Ranch in Texas after winning or placing in 
all but one of his fifteen starts and earning $237,725. 


Among the many high+«class runners Middleground 
sired while standing in Texas is the grand Resaca, win- 
ner of the Delaware Oaks and the Coaching Club 
American Oaks in 1959. Last winter Middleground 
was moved to Kentucky and is standing his first season 
in the Blue Grass in 1960 at Private Contract.

The New York State Racing Commis- 
sion. in an 8-page summary of the Frank 
Cundall hearing (The Blood-Horse, April 
23. page 806). last week upheld the train- 
ers 60-day suspension because of the al- 
leged use of phenylbutazone (Butazoli- 
din). The stewards had suspended Cun- 
dall after a urine sample from Parky 
Tone. second in a race at Aqueduct on 
March 21. revealed traces of the drug. 

Cundall denied administering Butazoli- 
din to Parky Tone. and he attacked the 
reliability of the chemist’s report. Appear- 
ing in his behalf at the hearing were the 


president of the Jensen-Salsbery Labora- 
tories. Kansas City. Mo.. and 4 others. 

The Jen-Sal said that New 
York’s acting chief chemist. Harry Peter- 
son. should have used infra-red spectro- 
photometry instead of ultraviolet, that he 
should not have used urine from a second 
horse for a control sample. and that. in 
any case. blood plasma provided a more 
reliable test than urine.

We believe that the Butazolidin controversy is only part of a very much 
wider question involving possible changes in the 48-hour rule. 
b. Proper distinction between therapeutic agents and dope. 
c. That the ability of a chemist to isolate the drug from horses’ saliva or urine 
does not necessarily mean that the drug in question is harmful. 
d. Increased use of good veterinary supervision in racing. This should not 
necessarily be restricted to pre-race examination. 

2. With all biologicals and pharmaceuticals. including Butazolidin. we restrict. 
and shall continue to restrict. our sales to licensed veterinarians. 
therefore, intentionally limiting our market in an attempt to have our products 
used humanely, wisely, and only on the basis of proper expert diagnosis. 

3. We shall help in every way possible the racing commissions and any other 
interested parties in any logical control of Butazolidin or any other drug in 
race horse practice. We have over the past year helped several racing com- 
missions by the supply of pure Butazolidin in the development of proper 


We are. 


With these points in mind, the publication of the New York State Commission 
on the findings in the matter of the Cundall case is of particular concern. Since 
the whole case rested on the validity of the chemical tests employed. the com- 
missioners’ comment on the test carried cut in their own laboratories is vital in 


The opinion of one of the leading national experts. Dr. J. J. Burns. was 
clearly stated in testimony. Under cross-examination by commission’s counsel. 
he emphasized and reiterated that the tests as outlined by commission chemist. 
Under cross-examination of Mr. Peterson he. 
himself. stated that he did not perform a mix melting point test because he ran 
out ef semple. This is at variance with the commission’s publicized findings. 

There are numerous other points regarding the analytical tests which must 
still give rise to serious doubt regarding the specificity and. therefore. the validity 
of the analysis carried out on the urine of Parky Tone. When a transcript of 
the proceedings is made available. it will be possible to comment more fully on 
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was available in one sample from a race 
horse. 

The commission was willing to concede 
that Cundall had not administered Buta- 
zolidin to Parky Tone, but it questioned 
the care he had taken in providing for 
the security of his horses. The commis- 
was convinced that someone had 
given Butazolidin to Parky Tone, and its 
ruling of March 10, 1960. specifically 
prohibited the use of the medication. The 
report concluded with a restatement of 
the commission’s policy: 


sion 


“The State Racing Commission reaffirms 
its position of long standing that a horse 
in need of medication to enable it to run 
should not be entered. Any other position 
on such a matter would be grossly unfair 
to those who wager on races, as medica- 
tion could be given to enable a horse to 
win and could be withheld when those 
who control the horse prefer. because of 
short odds or for other reasons. that it 
should not win.” 

The defenses to the charge against Mr. 
Cundall as presented by Jensen-Salsbery 
Laboratories through its President, Dr. 
Dvorkovitz, were that: 

(a) tests used to identify Butazolidin 
are unreliable; and 

(b) Butazolidin is not an analgesic or 
pain-killer. 

On the first point, Harry Peterson. 
for the past 13 years assistant chief chem- 
ist of the State Racing Commission, and 
now acting chief chemist. was examined 
at length by Dr. Dvorkovitz. 


The Testing Process 


The commission’s description of Peter- 
son’s testing procedure, along with an ex- 
planation of why routines recommended 
by the defense were not used, is given 
here in full. 


Phenylbutazone was isolated from the 
sample. after a preliminary purification 
and reduction in bulk, in a way which 
was designed to take advantage of charac- 
teristic solubility properties of the drug. 
i. e., its lack of solubility in acid solution 
and its easy solubility in an alkaline 
solution containing one per cent of am- 
monia. This solution after acidification 
was extracted with an organic solvent. 
hexane. A color test, known as Vitali’s 
test. was applied to a portion of the ex- 
tract dried on a porcelain spot-plate and 
a reaction. identical with that obtained 
with pure phenylbutazone. was observed. 

The remainder of the hexane extract 
was in turn re-extracted with a solution 
of sodium hydroxide. a strongly alkaline

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solution, which removed the phenylbuta- 
zone from the hexane. This solution, after 
suitable dilution, was compared in a Beck- 
man DK2 Recording Spectrophotometer 
in the ultraviolet light range from 220 
to 350 millimicrons with a solution pre- 
pared identically from a urine sample 
known to contain no phenylbutazone. The 
result was an ultraviolet light absorption 
curve with a maximum at the same wave 
length as that given by a solution of 
phenylbutazone in sodium hydroxide. 
After examination of the solution in 
the spectrophotometer it was acidified with 
hydrochloric acid and again extracted with 
hexane. This extract was divided into 
two parts which were evaporated on 
separate porcelain spot plates. Vitali’s 
test was again applied to one of these 
residues, and another color test using 
Mandelin’s reagent was applied to the 
other. Both gave reactions identical with 
those obtained with pure phenylbutazone. 


-In addition to the foregoing tests for 
phenylbutazone, a complete analysis was 
made for the presence of other drugs. No 
other drugs were detected. 

A second analysis on a separate portion 
of the same sample corroborated the first 
analysis. 

Certain substances and mixtures of sub- 
stances are capable of producing ultra- 
violet absorption curves like those ob- 


tained from the sample. but in all known 
cases, and specifically those cited by 
Dr. [Vladimir] Dvorkovitz, such curves 
are produced by solutions in entirely dif- 
ferent solvents. Solvents can and frequent- 
ly do completely alter the shapes of ultra- 
violet absorption curves, especially those 
of the drugs suggested by Dr. Dvorkovitz. 
Also, these same drugs are not separated 
from the sample at the same point in the 
procedure as phenylbutazone, but are de- 
tected elsewhere in the routine analysis. 


The use of reference blanks prepared 
from urine samples containing no phenyl- 
butazone was justifiied experimentally be- 
fore the method was adopted. Many 
urines have been examined by this tech- 
nique, and none except those known to 
contain phenylbutazone gave absorption 
curves like those obtained from sample 


No. 23400 |from Parky Tone.] 


A large number of substances have been 
checked with the color tests used to iden- 
tify phenylbutazone in the sample. None 
of these substances reacted to both tests 
in the same manner as_ phenylbutazone. 

The quantity of phenylbutazone detected 
in the sample was too small to enable iso- 
lation by countercurrent extraction as ad- 
vocated by Dr. [John] Burns and other 
defense witnesses. An attempt to apply 
this device would have resulted in diminu- 
tion or complete loss of a residue already 


invisible to the naked eye. Certainly there 
was not enough material present to enable 
the identification by means of a mixed 
melting point. These devices are used in 
research and are always applied to very 
large quantities of samples. Dr. Ozog, for 
instance, reported that he used a gallon 
of urine to identify phenylbutazone in 
horse urine after administration of the 
drug. For routine analysis of urine sam- 
ples which are usually less than one pint 
in volume, it is necessary to use methods 
capable of detecting much smaller quan- 
tities of drug. 

Infrared spectrophotometry is a useful 
analytical tool, but it has been the ex- 
perience of the New York laboratory, 
which has run samples in conjunction 
with chemists using the infrared spectro- 
photometer, that this instrument presently 
lacks sensitivity suitable for detection of 
the small quantities of drugs with which 
the racing chemist must deal. 

Mr. Peterson also testified that a second 
sample of urine from the horse, Parky 
Tone. taken March 24, had also yielded a 
“positive” for phenylbutazone, and that a 
third sample taken March 27 had regis- 
tered “negative.” The two “positives” for 
phenylbutazone were the only such ascer- 
tained in more than 600 tests of urine 
made between March 22 and the date of 
the hearing in this matter, April 19. 1960.

Martial's Two Thousand

keep him company instead of having to 
race by himself on the far side of the 
course. On the other hand, Martial was 
just as much in isolation on the stands 
side. 

Martial and Venture are not engaged in 
the Derby. They will meet again in the 
one-mile St. James’s Palace Stakes at 
Royal Ascot in June. 

Although he won convincingly, I still 
maintain that Martial’s best distance is 
slightly less than a mile. He has the 
make and shape of a sprinter. but the 
firm going plus a slow early pace en- 
abled him to last out at Newmarket. His 
dam, Discipliner, is by *Court Martial 
out of Edvina, by the sprinter Figaro. 

Tulyartos ran a good trial for the 
Derby, which has always been his main 
objective. He was running on at the 
finish of the Guineas, and he showed 
that he could round Tattenham Corner 
when he won the Woodcote Stakes run 
over the Epsom 6 furlongs last summer. 

Sir Winston Churchill’s colt High Hat 
(Hyperion—Madonna, by Donatello II). 
fifth in the Guineas, is another with Derby 
possibilities. as is Sir Victor Sassoon’s St. 
Paddy, which finished close up behind 
High Hat. 

The most likely Derby colts seen out 
recently have been the French-trained 
Angers and Marengo, the latter trained by 
Marcus Marsh, who won the Derby with 
Windsor Lad in 1934 and with *Tulyar 
in 1952. 

Angers. by Worden If out of Gwynedd. 
was the leading 2-year-old in France last 
season. and on his first appearance this 
year he won the 10-furlong Prix Jean Prat 
at Longchamp on April 11. He is owned 
by Mrs. Ralph Strassburger. 

Marengo, by the St. Leger winner Pre- 
monition out of Manetta. by Epigram. did 
not run last year, but after running third 
in a mile race at Newmarket early 
April he won the 10-furlong Tudor Stakes 
at Sandown on April 23 in the style of 
a very useful colt. 

By now, Angers and Marengo will have 
been tested over the full Derby distance. 
Angers in the Prix Hocquart at Long- 
champ and Marengo in one of the big 
races at Chester, where so many Derby 
winners have given pointers to their Epsom 
prospects.

THE CONTINENT 


The 3-Year-Olds in France 


Paris. The process of sorting out the 
leaders of the classic generation in France 
began in earnest at Longchamp on April 
10. with the running of the Prix Gref- 
fulhe and Juigne. both at a distance of 
2.100 meters. or about 1,3; miles. The 
Greffulhe is restricted to the produce of 
French mares. and the Juigne is for pre- 
viously unraced 3-year-olds. 

Jean Stern’s Hautain (Sky 
Haura, by Rialto), winner of the all-age 
Prix de la Foret last fall and of the 114- 
mile Prix Lagrange this year, was favor- 
ite for the Prix Greffulhe, and he won 
by half a length from Wordpam (Wor- 
den—Pamphylie. by Black Devil), with 
Atrax third in the field of 15. The race 
had a first-money value of 106.052 new 
francs. 

Mme. Leon Volterra took the Prix 
Juigne for the third year in succession, 
with Nymphellor (Vatellor-—Nymphe, by 
Admiral Drake), which scored by half a 
length over Benoit Leon Deutsch’s Le 
Ventoux (Soleil Levant—L’Etoile d’Or, 
by Warrior). The favored Soissons 
(Prince Bio—Sif, by Rialto), a brother 
to Sicambre, finished third, after a bit of 
ill luck in the running. 

When the first 2 of the Prix Juigne in 
the 2.200-meter Prix Noailles on April 
24. they were first and second in the bet- 
ting. Nymphellor failed to gain a place, 
finishing ninth in the field of 13, but Le 
Ventoux led all the way and won by 2 
lengths from Hermon (Rigolo—Hama, by 
Astrophel). Third. a half-length farther 
away and a short neck in front of Night 
and Day, was the Prix de Guiche winner 
Kirkes (Marsyas—Mirabelle II. by <As- 
trophel). 

A few days earlier, the 2-year-old cham- 
pion of last season, Mme. R. B. Strass- 
burger’s Angers (Worden—Gwynedd. by 
Owen Tudor) made his reappearance in 
the 2.000-meter Prix Jean Prat for 3- 
year-olds and scored in grand style over 
Puissant Chef. Pharamond, and 7 others. 
The 2-year-old champion of 1959 appears 
likely to claim high honors again. 

Two of last year’s best 2-year-old fillies, 
Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s Sly Pola and 
Francois Dupre’s Tanata, met in the one- 
mile Prix de la Grotte on April 24. 
Tanata almost fell after a collision with 
the American filly. and Sly Pola (Spy 
Song—Ampola. by Pavot) won without 
difficulty. Second was Alsine (Alizier— 
Pimpernel, by Tourbillon), a winner in 
her previous outing. 

The Prix Penelope, one of the leading 
trials for the French Oaks, was run at 
St. Cloud April 16 over 1,5; miles. The 
decisive winner was Baron Guy de Roths- 
child’s Timandra (*Court Martial—Brief 
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Candle, by Brantome). which had won 
her only previous race. late in March 
over the same course. 


The Italian Guineas 


Marguerite Vernaut, champion of the 
1959 season in Italy, made her first ap- 
pearance of the season in the Premio 
Firenze at Florence on March 19 and won 
by 4 lengths. but the daughter of *Tou- 
louse Lautrec did not run in the Premio 
Elena at Rome on March 27.
